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USKFTL DEPAKTMEXT. 

GKO WING ROSE8. 

“ Ad old Kowarian” .-ays: Roses require a strong 
-oil. highly cnrirhcd with good rotten manure ; an open 
situation ami loamy soil for the strong growing, hardy 
kinds, and a protected aspect and light soil for the teas 
and other tender varieties. The hybrid j>erpetua!s in 
my judgment are the most desirable among the hardy 
roses, as they are the best for all the various purposes 
10 which they are applied in garden and lawn decora¬ 
tion. The teas, however, are the diamonds, par excel¬ 
lence, of the race, although needing great care in their 
culture. I advise that they be grown in pots, and sunk 
in the ground during the summer, and removed t«■ a 
cold frame or greenhouse during the winter. If left re¬ 
maining in the open ground, they should stand on the 
south side of a wall, fence, or hedge, and on the ap¬ 
proach of cold weather, receive a covering in the form 
of a shed open to the south, and the plants have a lib- 
iral supply of manure over the surface of the ground, 
and plenty of leaves over the whole plant. If roses are 
set out in autumn, let it be early in November, so as 
to allow the roots to obtain a hold in the soil before 
cold weather. Give them a thorough dressing of ma¬ 
nure to protect against sudden changes, (.'house a dry 
day lor planting, the dryer the better. Be careful to 
tread the soil firmly around the plants; this is very 
important. A cloudy day is the most desirable for re¬ 
moval; moisten the roots first, to he followed by a thin 
coat of drv earth over the fibres. 


Feeding Pcu ltuy. —As a feed fur fifty fowls, the 
following is recommended by one who uses it: Four 
ipiarts of shorts, mixed with warm water, fed in the 
morning; in the afternoon, four or five quarts of 
cracked or whole corn ; keep warm water by them 
dirough the day, and give one peek of oats uiicc a 
week ; also, give some hay, straw or dial!'once a week, 
<>r keep ashes, sand or gravel by them. 

Professor Gregory says: Jt has been ascertained that 
if you mix with their food a sufficient quantity of egg 
-hells or chalk, which they eat greedily, they will lay 
twice or thrice as many eggs as before. A well-fed fowl 
is disposed to lay a large number of eggs', but cannot 
do so without the materials for shell.-, however nour¬ 
ishing in other respects li r food may hi*; indeed, a 
fowl fed on food and water, free from carbonate of 
lime, and not finding any in the soil, or in the shape 
of mortar, which they often eat on the walls, would lay 
no eggs at all, with the best will in the world. 


Jilamfiinr/ Cehry .—One way of blanching celery is 
simply to place a common drainpipe upright, and allow 
tlie plant to grow up through it. J have been assured 
that it is not only blanched better, hut that it was rca- 
dv for the table much earlier. That the latter is the 
ease, I can affirm front my own observation ; for the 
plants I saw growing in the pipes had already grown 
above the lops of ihe pipes, while those treated in the 
ordinary way were not half so high.
